A Secret Visit. 


The sensation of to-day is the revelation 
of the extremely well-kept secret of a 
journey to Washington of Mr. Montagu 
Norman, Governor of the Bank of Env- 
land, and Sir Alan Garrett Anderson, a 
director of the Bank, and a great figure in 
the commercial world. They travelled in 
secrecy, their names being omitted from 
the p r list of the Caronia, and on’ 
arrival in aa York they were met by Mr 
Strong, the Governor of the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank. The visit .- 
described as being one of an unofficia! 
character, bit it is understood that its 
real object is a discussion with the 
United States Government and its finan- 
cial advisers concerning internationa! 
debts. The move has been inspired by 
Mr. Churchill, though the Treasury re. 
fused to give any information or to 
acknowledge the mission to-day. 


The City's Surprise. 


It is surprising how well the secret has 
been kept; for even in the City of London 
nothing was known of this important 
financial mission, and the most surprise«! 
people in London to-day were the hig! 
officials of the Bank of England. When 
asked to-day whether they had any state- 
ment to make, the reply was that nothing 
could be said, since the whole thing was 
news to them. Mr. Norman often has 
shown marked ability in hoodwinking in- 
quiring ar and he has again been suc 
cessful. Sir Alan Garrett Anderson, whe 
has acco ied the Governor of the Bank 
of England, ib President of the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom, and a 
director of the Orient Line. During the 
war he su Sir Eric Geddes, his first 
cousin, as Controller at the Admiralty, 
and earned high praise for his work. 


Thames Floods. 


During the week ended at noon to-day 
no fewer than seventeen and a half 
thousand million tons of water have fallen 
over London, and there is still more to 
come. The Thames in some of its upper 
reaches is now three miles wide, ahs the 
Thames Conservancy officials are unable to 
prophesy anything favourable as regards 
the future. During the past twenty-four 
hours six thousand and three hundred 
millián gallons of water have poured in a 
torrent over Teddington Weir, and, even 
should the weather change and there be 
no more rain for the present, it will be 
many days before the waters resume their 
normal level. Forecasts from different 
sources are all most disconcerting, and the 
weather outlook for the early New Year 
seems most unpromising.
